Numerous In City 

The report of the Newton Health 
Department for December shows that 
during that period there were 100 
cases of chicken-pox reported in this 
city. Other communicable diseases in- 
cluded — lobar pneumonia, 6 cases; 
measles, 2; mumps, 22; whooping- 
cough, 4; scarlet fever, 1. Dogs bit 
14 persons in Newton during Decem- 
ber. 


Mayor Paul M. Goddard in his in- 
augural nddress at City Hall on Mon- 
day afternoon, January 1, stressed 
economy in city activities, sharing 
by citizens in the responsibilities of 
problems facing the city, keeping ex- 
penses within budget allowances, and 
eillcient supervision by department 
heads.

He appointed Aider- 
men Jamieson, Rawson and Barwise, 
and School Committeeman Bristol as 
the committee to escort the Mayor- 
Elect and invited guests into the 
chamber. While awaiting for the com- 
mittee to return, Alderman McKay 
called attention to the testimonial 
dinner which will be tendered Ex- 
Mayor Childs on January 24. He also 
delegated School Committee Member 
Mrs. Margaret H. Woods, in behalf 
of the Aldermen and School Commit- 
tee, to present a bouquet of flowers 
to Mrs. Paul M. Goddard. When 
the Mayor-Elect was escorted into the 
hall he was accompanied by Ex-May- 
ors Childs and Bothfeld; the lat- 
ter having been Mayor in 1895.

Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen: 

The first day of the New Y*ar i‘ 
a commonly accepted milestone along 
the road which we are all traveling to- 
gether. We cling at this season of the 
year a little more strongly to the 
hopefulness and promise which al- 
ways has been and forever will be 
the legacy of the Christmas season. 
Our democratic institutions were 
founded upon a firm faith in God, 
and may we all. as citizens of New- 
ton. upon whom falls the obligation 
of preserving and accomplishing the 
democratic ideals, humbly bow before 
Almighty God and reaffirm our faith 
and allegiance to Him and to our 
fellowmen. 

I extend to all the people of New- 
ton my sincere good wishes for the 
coming year. It will be happy and 
prosperous - for most of us. whereas 
to others will fall some of the seem- 
ingly unbearable disasters which we 
know are inevitable. Let us face the 
New Year, thankful for our individ- 
ual responsibilities, whatever they 
may be. and with an ever-increasing 
determination to assume them as an 
opportunity to achieve that perm- 
anent satisfaction — a consciousness of 
our work well done. I know of no 
community in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts where unselfish service 
is more adequately rewarded or more 
sincerely appreciated than in our own 
City of Newton. This pertains not 
only to the field of government, but to 
all of our countless other activities 
conducted here for the well-being and 
betterment of our citizens. But if our 
strength ever falters, and if we are 
ever inclined to weaken here where 
faithful public service is amply re- 
warded. may we constantly remember 
the words of perhaps our greatest 
American. "If I were to try to read, 
much less answer, all the attacks 
made on me, this shop might as well* 
be closed for any other business. I do 
the very best I know how — the very 
beet I can: and I mean to keep on do- 
ing so until the end. If the end brings 
me out all right, what is said against 
me won’t amount to anything. If the 
end brings me out wrong, ten angels 
swearing I was right would make no 
difference.” If we pursue this 
course, the end will bring us out all 
right. It always does. 


The members of the Board of Aider- 
men. the School Committee, and your 
Mayor have just taken the oath of 
iffice. That oath is binding. We have 
sworn to faithfully and impartially 
discharge and perform all the duties 
Incumbent upon us as publi servants. 
If I properly understand, this oath is 
also binding upon our department 
heads, upon all those connected with 
our City Government, and upon our 
individual citizens, for we all owe a 
duty to our City whether In a public 
•or private capacity. The responsibility 
for our City rests upon the heads of 
all. It Is the duty of our citizens to 
see to it that your Mayor does not 
shirk his responsibilities and the duty 
of your Mayor not to allow others to 
shirk theirs. 

I shall not make a list of recom- 
mendations at this time with refer- 
ence to the conduct of our City Gov- 
ernment for the next two years. I 
shall act upon the assumption that 
such recommendations can be more 
intelligently made after I have had 
the opportunity to observe at first 
hand the actual administrative ma- 
chinery of our City Government and 
properly appraise its effectiveness. 
Recommendations will be made and 
executed after consultation with mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen, heads 
of departments, individual employees, 
and citizens of the City. Govern- 
mental administration should be ap- 
praised on results, and the present 
tendency to do so is an encouraging 
symptom of a changing attitude to- 
ward Government and a healthier 
condition with respect to it. The first 
necessity of any government Is the 
proper understanding of Its prob- 
lems. and in this connection I would 
point out to you that many of our 
fundamental problems do not change 
from year to year. I quote from 
Mayor James F. C. Hyde’r address 
which was delivered to the City Coun- 
cil on January 5th. 1874. just after 
Newton had entered upon its new life 
as a City. 

“I believe the time has come to 
adopt a system of the most careful 
economy in the home, the town, city, 
county, state and nation. 

“We cannot, as a people, go on much 
longer as we have been going for the 
last ten years, without disastrous re-

The t 
perience of the committee in charge 
of tin* Sale is that about five hun- 
dred dollars is received after the first 
of the year, but with the hope of 
equalling and perhaps passing last 
year's receipts and eventually climb- 
ing to the larger amounts once re- 
corded in Newton, it is evident that 
more co-operation is needed. 

"Prevention" is known to be 
simpler process than “Cure." The 
constant tight against tuberculosis is 
an outstanding example of this.

Goddard Appoints 
Wilson Recreation 
Commissioner 

F. Ewing Wilson of Ellison rd., 
Newton Centre, was appointed Rec- 
reation Commissioner by Mayor God- 
dard on Monday shortly after the new 
Mayor had been inaugurated. The 
Board of Aldermen, on motion of 
Alderman McKay, voted to suspend 
the rules, so that Wilson’s appoint- 
ment could be confirmed without be- 
ing laid on the table until the fol- 
lowing meeting, as is the usual pro- 
cedure. The Mayor also appointed 
Mr. Wilson a member of the Recrea- 
tion Commission. The appointment 
is only for two months, as the term of 
Mr. Wilson as a member of the Rec- 
reation Commission will expire in 
March. Assuming that the Mayor 
then reappoints Mr. Wilson, and the 
appointment is confirmed by the Board 
of Aldermen, he would serve for a 
term of three years. 

Mr. Wilson has been associated with 
the Newton School Department for 
the past 12 years. In 1927 he was 
made Director of Health, Physical Ed- 
ucation and Athletics in the Newton 
public schools, and served as con- 
tact man between the school and play- 
ground departments. In 1936 he was 
made Supervisor of Physical Educa- 
tion at Newton High School. Last 
September he was transferred to the 
position of Supervisor of Physical 
Education at the F. A. Day School. 
Mr. Wilson received a B.S. in Educa- 
tion from Millikin University, Deca- 
tur, 111., and took graduate work in 
physical education and recreational 
activities at the University of Illinois. 
He was active in football, baseball 
and track sports during his college 
career. He was for five years director 
of physical education at Hammond, 
Indiana.

suits. There is a positive and un- 
til istnkable demand from the people 

retrenchment. 

“With business at a low ebb, nnd 
uncertainty hanging over thy future, 
should we not lie very careful in the 
expenditures we make. 

“We know that some large cities 
in the country hnve pursued such nn 
extravagant and reckless course flint 
they find it very difficult to borrow 
money nt any fair rate of Interest. 
On all sides we hear of rapidly in- 
creasing city and town debt?. The 
time for the payment of both principal 
nnd interest of such debts will come 
sooner or Inter, and must, In some 
cases, prove a very heavy burden. 

"I do not ask or expect you to stop 
all progress, and Improvements, nnd 
maintain a 'masterly inactivity,’ hut 
to exercise a wise discrimination, nnd 
only attempt those improvements 
which are necessary, and for the best 
interests of nil concerned. 

"We should raise money enough by 
taxation to cover all ordinary ex- 
penses, and then, if possible, keep 
within the appropriations that are 
made." My own version would be — 
We should raise money enough by 
taxation to cover nil ordinary ex- 
penses. nnd then keep within the ap- 
propriations. I continue to quote 
from Mayor Hyde’s inaugural. 

“The times have so changed that 
money is not so easily obtained ns it 
has been during the past few years, 
and the people are less willing to 
pay large taxes. 

“Do I ask too much, when I nsk 
you to conduct the affairs of the city 
in the same careful nnd economical 
manner that you do your own: to see 
that not one dollar is expended which 
is not necessary, and for which the 
city does not receive a full equiva- 
lent? 

“In time past, money has been 
wasted through a want of system; 
but this evil, I hope, will be remedied 
in the future. Newton has, in many 
respects, been a model town ; let us en- 
deavor to make it in all respects a 
model city.” 

The closing paragraph of Mayor 
Hyde’s address included the follow- 
ing: “May we give to every question 
that comes before us such careful con- 
sideration as its merits may demand: 
may all our decisions be free from 
prejudice and local feeling, made with 
the sole aim to promote the best in- 
terests of the public, nnd thereby 
satisfy our own consciences and fulfill 
the obligations of the solemn oath we 
have this day taken upon ourselves." 

In this same address Mayor Hyde 
touched upon the problems of our 
Schools. Highways, Fire Department. 
Police, Water, State Aid and Street 
Lamps. To those major departments 
may now be added outside of the pure- 
ly administrative and executive op- 
erations, our Engineering, Buildings, 
Health, Public Welfare, Library and 
Playground Departments. A City has 
always had certain strictly municipal 
services to render, and purely govern- 
mental functions to perform. But re- 
cently the public has demanded that 
our municipal governments assume 
functions which reach out beyond 
these and which more nearly touch 
the individual lives and well-being of 
our individual citizens. Under this 
category come Health, Public Welfare, 
Library and Playground Activities. 
Some of these additional services have 
been brought about by the natural de- 
sires of our citizens, others by neces- 
sity and the requirements of a chang- 
ing economy. The most troublesome 
problem of all government here In the 
United States at the present time is to 
determine where the normal functions 
of government should stop and where 
individual enterprise should begin, in 
order to produce the greatest good for 
the greatest number. We may all have 
divergent ideas upon this subject, but 
none of us yet knows what the ulti- 
mate decision will be. 

Your Mayor is the executive and 
administrative head of the municipal 
Government, hut the practical work 
of administration is carried on by the 
several departments. As Mayor, I ex- 
pect to be held strictly accountable 
at the bar of public opinion, and i 
expect department heads to be ac- 
countable to me. I shall cooperate 
with them to the utmost of my ability, 
and department heads will have full 
and complete authority in all matters 
under their jurisdiction. Municipal 
Government originated and has con- 
tinued primarily as a governing unit, 
but at the same time its organic 
structure and operation have devel- 
oped until they are much like that of 
a large business corporation. Your 
Mayor has sufficient powers ns the 
head of this corporation to produce 
either a good or a bad result. The 
ultimate responsibility for proper ad- 
ministration rests entirely with him, 
and in assuming this office I would not 
have it otherwise. In spite of this, 
however, the Mayor is dependent 
unon the help and cooperation of all 
City officials for the results which 
von and our citizens have a right to 
expect. We are fortunate in having a 
Board of Aldermen composed of rep- 
resentative citizens of the community, 
who willingly assume duties and ob- 
ligations toward the city in excess of 
those imposed upon them hy the City 
Charter. I willingly acknowledge my 
denendenro upon them for the help 
and a Batata nee which liave nireadv 
been promised to me. As a result of 
the imnortanco and magnitude of our 
educational system we have, ns in 
other cities. Intrusted to our 8chool 
Committee the nlmost complete control 
nnd supervision of our schools. But 
the Mnvnr is nn ex-officio member 
of the School Committee, which would 
seem to make him responsible for the 
proner administration of this depart- 
moot. Hero again I desire to pnv my 
tribute to the character nnd ability 
of the citizens who hnve been Induced 
rve on this Committee, and 
look to them for proper advice nnd 
counsel for the betterment of onr 
school system. 

There are many others who are 
serving our City in an official ca-

parity on various Boards and Com- 
missions, nil of whom contribute to 
i lie not result of our governmental 
activities. Probably no city can 
boast of a finer group of citizens giv- 
ing unselfishly of their time nnd effort 
to u City Government. 

During the month of December i 
conferred with many of our depart- 
ment heads nnd officials. In the com- 
ing year, by mutual consultation, we 
shall lie able to evolve plans and sug- 
gestions for the more economical and 
efficient operation of the City’s af- 
fairs. and already plans have been 
made to effect economics in certnin de- 
partments. 

Tire City of Newton should be 
made a model among the cities of 
this Commonwealth. This is not an 
Idle dream, for our City hns not fal- 
len heir to many of the difficulties 
which nre now the lot of so many 
cities in this State, and the char- 
acter of our civic-minded citizens Is 
such that we hnve n right to expect 
the best that can he produced in mu- 
nicipal Government. We already lend 
in some respects, but that is no justi- 
fication for the assumption that there 
is not a great opportunity for im- 
provement. I quote from a leading 
authority. Prof. William B. Munro. 
formerly Professor of Municipal Gov- 
ernment at Harvard University. 

“Men differ widely, of course, in re- 
gard to the exact location of municipal 
ills and as to the cause of them; and 
even more widely, perhaps, they dis- 
agree as to the remedies that ought 
to he applied. But the man who would 
nssert that the United States has 
reached finality in municipal organi- 
zation, that there is now no room for 
betterment in any branch of it, would 
he either insincere in his expression of 
opinion or blind to the facts about 
him. In the last analysis, therefore, 
every citizen who is not absolutely de- 
void of political vision must, in great- 
er or less degree, be a partisan of re- 
form; or, to put it in a more pal- 
atable form, he must he a friend of 
progress wherever opportunities for 
progress appear.” 

I hope and pray that during this 
coming administration we may show a 
sound progress which will be because 
of the contribution of our entire cit- 
izenship to the needs of this commun- 
ity. Government does not exist for 
the benefit of the individual citizen 
as such, and the individual has no 
moral or legal right to expect any- 
thing from his Government which is 
to accrue to his benefit alone and not 
to the benefit of all. Government 
owes nothing to the individual except 
as a member of the body politic, but 
rather the individual owes something 
to his Government which can redound 
to the benefit of all. 

The following has always seemed to 
me an excellent description of what 
takes place here in America, and par- 
ticularly in our cities which had so 
much to do with determining the char- 
acter of these United States. It is 
as well, a vivid description of Amer- 
ica’s very definite contribution to the 
science of Government. “Into the 
great melting-pot of American muni- 
cipal life the baser elements of in- 
difference. ignorance, and greed, to- 
gether with the finer elements of in- 
telligence, public spirit, and self- 
sacrifice, must be poured, and out of 
the mass will come the composite of 
American citizenship.” 

The people of Newton have seen fit 
to place me in a position of leadership 
in this great city. May I, in all hu- 
mility, state what I conceive such 
leadership to be in this democracy 
of ours. It simply means that one 
citizen has been elevated for a time 
and temporarily clothed with the 
powers and responsibilities that are 
vested forever in the individual cit- 
izens of the community. He is a 
trustee, and in this case with his in- 
structions already written in the 
minds and hearts of Newton citizens. 

In Government we are immediately 
confronted with the problem of hu- 
man relations, and therefore must 
summon all the resources of our peo- 
ple to cope with this, the greatest 
demand upon our democratic institu- 
tions at the present time. The ingen- 
uity of mankind has never really been 
focused upon this problem of human 
relationships. Whatever we may have 
done in building the great structure 
of Government here in this country, 
whatever we may have accomplished 
in material progress, is at least par- 
tially nullified hy a seeming lack of 
spiritual progress. In every institu- 
tion, and in every citizen, there is 
a gem of spiritual understanding 
which should he made to shine on 
troubled lives. There is something in 
Newton which makes it Newton, and I 
call upon all citizens for his or her 
individual effort and contribution to 
a great spiritual ideal. 

True patriotism, as has been well 
said, requires "not only that a man 
shall be ready to make the supreme 
sacrifice for his country’s salvation, 
but that he shall stand ever ready to 
devote his time and his talents to the 
less conspicuous, hut equally moment- 
ous duty of maintaining public 
order, protecting private property, and 
preserving the lives of his fellows 
against the dangers which lurk in foul 
tenements, in unclean food, and in 
that whole field of civic administra- 
tion whose mismanagement leaves a 
trail of misery through the habita- 
tions of the poor.” 

Let us face this new year with a 
firm determination that we will make 
this City a happier place in which to 
live, happier because of the sacri- 
fice of our citizens for the welfare 
of others, happier because of work 
well done, happier because of a better 
understanding of human relationships, 
lmppler because we hnve kept the faith, 
hnpplor because wo have, for one fleet- 
ing moment in the great stream of 
time, touched nnd held aloft the over- 
flaming torch of progress.

$2,967,330 Total 
Building In City 
During Past Year 

During 1939 the Newton Building 
Department issued 936 permits for 
new buildings and for repairs and 
alterations on buildings in this city.

Frequently, the 
number of skaters at Bullough’s ex- 
ceeds 3000 per day a;id the hockey 
rinks at the pond are constantly oc- 
cupied.

At both Bullough’s Pond and Crys- 
tal Lake aro heated buildings for the 
skaters, and checking facilities. At 
both places are fenced-in areas for 
hockey games, and at Crystal Lake 
is a large, reserved area for figure 
skaters. Flood lights provide illumi- 
nation for night skating. Among the 
rules in force at the skating areas 
are — that skaters are not to gather 
at any place on the pond where an 
accident occurs: boys or youths are 
not to carry hockey sticks in the gen- 
eral skating areas: no speed skating 
is permitted; and directors are to be 
obeyed in maintaining order and 
safety at the various skating places. 
Because of the size of the skating 
areas, the directors have to be con- 
stantly on the alert to prevent boys 
from disobeying the rule regarding 
scrub hockey games i.. general skat- 
ing areas. More co-c^jeration from

Stuart Chase of Washington, for- 
mer Newton boy who has become a 
nationally known economist, was the 
speaker at the meeting of the New- 
ton Community Forum last Sunday. 
Mr. Chase discussed the long-drawn- 
out period of unemployment which 
has prevailed in this country for 10 
years past, and he gave the warning 
that 'something will break loose” 
unless this problem will be solved 
before a much longer period elapses. 
He said — "Men are not biologically 
constituted to remain idle indefinite- 
ly.” He said that human needs must 
be considered as the criterion, in- 
stead of investment profits as oppor- 
tunities for investments have become 
limited, people are afraid to invest 
their money, and our savings have be- 
come a curse and a menace. He 
argued that if we turn to human 
needs as the criterion, we will find 
that we need in this nation 50.000 
more doctors, 100,000 more dentists, 
and 500,000 more teachers to bring 
national standards up to those of 
Massachusetts, and that 1,000,000 
men can be employed indefinitely on 
conservation. 

Mr. Chase said that fear and tra- 
dition vanish when war comes, that 
wars are always well financed, and 
that fear will end when we have the 
courage to build as well as the cour- 
age to destroy. He commented, in 
referring to the "planned economy” 
of the New Deal, that President Hoo- 
ver opened the door to the camel, 
and President Roosevelt pushed the 
door wide open.

Health Department 
Report For 1939 


The 1939 report of Irving House, 
Sanitary Inspector of the Newton 
Health Department shows that dur- 
ing the past year Mr. House made 
1726 routine inspections, 1138 sanita- 
ry inspections and investigated 393 
complaints. In the Newton court he 
secured 5 convictions for violations 
of food laws and 3 convictions for 
failures to abate sanitary nuisances 
after warning had been given. Eight 
hearings were held where persons 
had failed to abate nuisances. Among 
the food articles on sale which were 
condemned by Inspector House were 
’31 pounds of fish, 600 pounds of 
candy and quantities of meats, poul- 
try. vegetables, fruit, bakery prod- 
ucts and sea food.

Mr. Paul comments that there were 
over 50 in that class, and lie can’t 
find any of them now with the ex- 
ception of one West Newton resi- 
dent. 

The report of the Newton Police 
Traffic Bureau for the year 1939 gives 
the number of fatalities in this city 
caused by automobiles during the year 
as 10. Although one death included 
in this number was that of an aged 
man who fell while alighting from an 
automobile, and this could hardly lip 
called a traffic accident, an elderly 
woman, who was hit by an automo- 
bile in Auburndale last August, died 
within the past week, so the total of 
10 can still he properly used. Some 
of those fatally injured last year were 
not residents of Newton, and some of 
the drivers of the cars involved also 
were not residents of Newton. We 
mention this to show that “safety 
drives” in Newton or elsewhere can 
have no direct bearing on automobile 
accidents when so many involved are 
non-residents. The only practical 
methods to assure diminution of traffic 
accidents are — a safe speed limit (not 
over 30 miles), and strict enforcement 
of traffic laws. 

Washington st. again lias the worst 
record for traffic accidents. During 
the years that the writer agitated for 
a restoration of the motorcycle 
squad in the Newton police depart- 
ment. I asserted that Washington st. 
was this city’s most dangerous high- 
way. and that it should be patrolled by 
a motorcycle policeman much of the 
time, both during daylight hours and 
until midnight. It has not been pa- 
trolled to anything approaching the 
extent l hoped it would he, since the 
motorcycle squad was restored. We 
also stated in past years that it is 
the duty of the State police to patrol 
the Worcester turnpike, in Newton, hs 
this speedway is under the control of 
tin* State and is mostly used by auto- 
mobiles passing through this city. 

One handicap against the reduction 
of automobile accidents in Newton is 
tlte growing tendency in recent years 
by jurors serving at sessions of the 
Middlesex Superior Court in Cam 
bridge to reverse decisions made in 
the Newton district court by finding 
“not guilty" motorists found guilty in 
our local court of drunken driving and 
operating to endanger. Middlesex 
County jurors in past years earned a 
creditable reputation for upholding 
tlie law, but many of them seem to be 
tending toward that sympathy for of- 
fenders which has characterized Sur 
folk County juries in all too many 
cases. 

Last month the Newton Board of 
Aldermen granted leave to withdraw 
to a petition for a religious order 
which had sought a permit to use a 
building on Waban Hill rd.. Chestnut 
Hill, as a dormitory for religious 
sisters attending colleges in Boston 
and vicinity. This petition shared the 
same fat*- as has about every petition 
which has been presented to Boards 
of Aldermen in past years in Newton 
when concessions in the zoning law 
were sought. And during these same 
years, since the zoning ordinance was 
passed in 1922, and increasingly so in 
more rec« nt years, both the zoning or- 
dinance and the building laws of this 
city have been violated and ignored 
by scores of persons who have haeii 
permitted to "get away" with such 
violations. Single residences have 
been ’converted into residences for 
two and more families, not only in- 
private residence zones, but also in 
single residence zones. Two-family 
houses have been altered so that they 
are occupied by as many as up to six 
families, not only in violation of the 


zoning, hut also utterly In violation 
of the building code. And these vio- 
lations are no deep secrets. All prop- 
todies so changed were not altered by 
former owners. Many of these reai- 
dencos have been illegally converted 
into residences for two and more 
families by persons who purchased 
them in late years: long after the zon- 
ing ordinance went into effect. It is 
undeniable that people in Newton 
who try to obey the zoning ordinance 
and building code are penalized, when 
one considers the number who have 
succeeded in ignoring both. 

Not only Is our zoning ordinance be- 
ing disregarded by many, ns regards 
Ho- use of residence - by two and more 
families, but also as regards the con- 
duct of business in residence zones. 
While it is true that the Building De- 
partment has compelled many to cease 
nnducting business in a residence 
zone, a perusal of the Business Di- 
rectory section of the Newton City 
Directory for 19-to. or the business 
section of the latest Telephone Direc 
tory will show that many are con- 
ducting some business enterprise in 
residence zones in Newton. It is true 
that a large percentage so doing, don’t 
display signs, or that their business 
activity is so conspicuously evident 
ns to arouse protests from neighbors. 
We were asked to comment on this 
matter, however, by someone who had 
ipport unity to observe that those who 
rv to conform with the zoning ordi- 
nance and buildings laws err in so 
doing insofar as succeeding in tlieir 
attempts. 

hiring the past few years we have 
observed from newspaper publicity 
ml accompanying illustrations, the 
rowing popularity of living pictures 
depicting “Famous Madonnas."

A prominent member of the Mass- 
achusetts Legislature announced re- 
cently that a bill will be introduced 
at t lie next session of that august 
body providing for the sale of alco- 
holic liquors (other than malt bever- 
ages and wines) by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, instead of 
by private dealers as at present. This 
is not, of course, a threat, so that 
the liquor merchants can be shaken 
down. 

Massachusetts continues to receive 
undesirable publicity because of its 
partnership in the pari-mutuel gam- 
tiling business. Last week’s issue of 
tin* Saturday Evening Post devoted 
some space to dog-racing tracks in 
this formerly austere Commonwealth. 
Do you remember the difficulty Gover- 
nor Saltonstall had last year in ob- 
taining an increase in the taxes (in- 
state received from the dog tracks 
because some members of our State 
Senate opposed such an increase? 
Good people in Massachusetts refuse 
to sanction a State lottery which 
would solve our tax problems, but 
they permit the owners of the dog 
tracks to continue to make millions 
annually from the “suckers.”

Daniel Mahoney of Auburndale 
was instantly killed at the Church 
st. crossing.

W. Newton Youths 
Found Guilty of 
Assaulting Police 

The Newton District Court was 
crowded yesterday at tlu* trial of three 
young men of tlmt district and a Wal- 
tham youth, all charged with having 
participated in a brawl which started 
in a West Newton lunch room, and 
evolved into a tight between two of 
tlm defendants and two Newton po- 
licemen. Bernard Ryan, 25. of 1*5 
Henshaw at. was lined $60 for assault 
ing Patrolman Charles Maguo; $2»> 
for disturbing the peace, and $5 for 
drunkenness. He appealed. John 
Roche, 19, of 430 Cherry st.. was 
lined $50 for assaulting Patrolman 
Cunningham. He appealed. Branco 
Pintabona, 22, of Allen ave., Waltham, 
was fined $20 for disturbing the peace 
and $10 for drunkenness. He ap- 
pealed. John Flaherty, 19, of 19 Aus- 
tin st., Newtonville, whose arrest 
started the fracas, was committed to 
Billerica prison for 10 days under a 
former suspended sentence. He was 
also fined $20 for disturbing the peace 
He did not appeal. 

Patrolman Cunningham testified 
that us he was eating in the lunch 
room shortly after midnight on Sun 
day, Dee. 31, Flaherty and Ryan he 
came involved in a tussle. Flaherty, 
who was druuk, was told to go home 
by Cunningham und when he refused, 
the policeman nluced him under ar- 
rest. After Cunningham had taken 
Flaherty outside the lunch room 
Roche ordered him to release the 
prisoner, and, according to the offi- 
cer's testimony, ltoache then hit him 
in the face and ran away.

Savings Bank Host 
To Industrialists 
At Brae Burn Club 


At a luncheon held at the Brae 
Burn Country Club on Wednesday 
under the auspices of the Newton 
Savings Bank and at which Mr. Henry 
E. Bothfeld, president, presided, Mr. 
Richard B. Harding of the Associa- 
ted Industries of Massachusetts spoke 
before a group of Newton Business 
men and executives representing 
some of the largest concerns in the 
city. 


Speaking on Thrift and Security 
in Labor relations, Mr. Harding sta- 
ted that one of the chief causes for 
discontent among wage earners wns 
because so many of them are in 
debt. 

Mr. Harding stated this condition 
is due to the abuses of the partial 
payment plan on merchandising, 
whereby employees purchase more 
than they can really afford, the high 
cost of borrowing money from the in- 
dustrial bankers and the high cost 
of industrial insurance. 

To alleviate this condition Mr. 
Harding stated that employers, if 
they hope to improve labor relations 
should set up a thrift program where- 
by employees could be encouraged to 
save. The plan should include an ed- 
ucational program in order that em- 
ployees might realize the extent of the 
carrying charges on merchandise, and 
borrowed money. Mr. Harding fur- 
ther stated that the plan should in- 
clude an agency for Savings Bank 
Life Jpsurance.

Newton Residents 
Who Own Stock in 
Eastern Racing 


The State Racing Commission in 
accordance with a request from Gov- 
ernor Saltonstall, made public on Wed- 
nesday lists of persons who own stock 
in the Bay State Greyhound Associa- 
tion, and the Old Harbor Kennel Club, 
both of which share alternate periods 
each year in operating the greyhound 
rucing track at Wonderland Park, Re- 
vere. The Racing Commission did 
not publish the names of stockhold- 
ers at the Dighton Dog Track, which 
has been so much in the limelight re- 
cently because of the murder of Ed- 
ward O’iiare by gangsters near Chi- 
cago. O’Hare, the big-shot at Digh- 
ton, was allegedly an associate of A1 
Capone, and had been also associated 
with some Massachusetts politicians. 
The reason given by the commission 
for not publishing tho list of Dighton 
track stockholders is — that tills track 
lias not applied for a 1940 license. 
Both of the corporations controlling 
the Revere dog truck liavo a quite 
limited number of stockholders, none 
of whom are residents of this city.

Hall took the 
lead at tho gun with Ross edging his 
way from an early fifth to second. 
Off the last hank Ross staged a Cun- 
ningham finish which wiped out his 
teammates five yard margin and the 
pair broke the tape together. Tho 
time of 1:22.1 set a new mark for 
tho track. 

The 1000-yard thriller saw Paul 
Vnn Wart of Newton, who ran a front 
race all the way, staving off Preston 
Ulrecht’s bid to annex a Brockton 
first place. Ulrecht and Benson of 
Newton staged a ding dong race with 
the Brockton runner earning the spot 
a stride behind Van Wart. Benson 
was ultimately disqualified for cut- 
ting tho last corner and third place 
went to Bricknell of Brockton. 

Billy Alpert was Newton’s only dou- 
ble winner. The Newton senior who 
was a leading standing broad jump 
artist last year again captured his 
specialty with a 10' 6%" effort and 
added new laurels by taking the hur- 
dles by three strides. He is lightning 
fast between the barriers. George 
Stedman, Brockton star, was second 
and George Welch of Newton third. 
In the broad jump Stedman also 
placed second, nearly a foot behind 
Alpert. Bob Cotton of Newton add- 
ed a point to Newton’s total in this 
eyent with third place. 

John Tamulevicz, blocking back on 
Brockton’s state champion football 
team, was a double winner for the 
Crimson horde. He turned in a 5' 9" 
performance in the high jump, bet- 
tering any previous effort of his, to 
top Eliot Mover of Newton by an 
inch. Three Newton jumpers tied at 
5' 7” for the additional point.

Tamulevicz also took the shot-put 
with a 46' 4%" heave to outdistance 
Newton’s best by a considerable mar- 
gin. Bill Boyer, Newton football tac- 
kle, tossed the lead 41' 9", edging 
Barney of Brockton by a quarter of 
an inch. 

Brockton’s other first place came 
in the 300 which was run in heats 
against time. Alfred Pochowsky was 
clocked in 37.1s for first, George 
Thompson of Newton, 37.6s, second 
and Donn Ashley 37.7s, third. Thomp- 
son is a highly promising sophomore. 

Ui the 30-yard dash Bill Hurley won 
the judges’ decision in a blanket fin- 
ish with Bernard Lanoue, Brockton 
star football back with William Pierce 
of the visitors getting third. 

The Newton relay team of Hurley, 
Janies Murphy, Janies Turner and Al- 
fred Savignano added the final five 
points to Newton’s score turning back 
the opposing quartet.

State To Foster 
Project of 
Traveling Library . 

Clubwomen of Massachusetts will 
soon hear much of a project which 
the State Federation president, Mrs. 
Henry W. Hildreth, has mentioned in 
her Message to Clubwomen this pnst 
month. The idea sprang into prom- 
inence last September when Now 
England clubwomen in attendance at 
the Conference at Manchester. Ver- 
mont. learned of the assistanc of the 
Vermont State Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs in sending libraries to 
the doors of lonely farmhouses and 
to the rurnl districts where no cen- 
tralized libraries could fill their dwell- 
ers’ hunger for good rending and for 
education. The Bookmobile on exhi- 
bition there aroused keen interest, 
and led to questions which disclosed 
a situation that promises to hnve far- 
reaching influence in Massachusetts. 

This very smart looking, light col- 
ored van was labelled in large let- 
ters on the side where a firm name 
usually appears. “Vermont Book- 
wagon,” and underneath that, in 
smaller lettering. “Presented by the 
Vermont State Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs.” When the doors of the 
van were opened row after row of 
books came into sight. This “book- 
mobile” services many of the conn- J 
try towns and outlying villages in 
Vermont where books are so eagrly 
awaited. In fact it even rolls up to 
many a lonely, isolated farm house, 
and leaves its treasures for those 
whose delight upon seeing it appear 
may well be imagined. The world 
indeed progresses, when modern in- 
ventions and understanding humanity 
may combine to give such ppleasure 
as only a few short years ago could 
have been unrealized, even if dreamed 
of. 

Questions of Professor Peach of 
the Vernfont Library Commission, 
and of Miss E. Louise Jones, head of 
the Massachusetts State Division of 
Public Libraries at the State House, 
who were in attendance at the Con- 
ference. brought out the need of 
such a Bookmobile project in Massa- 
chusetts, where it would hardly be 
believed that such a necessity ex- 
ists. The State Library Division has 
set itself the goal of having six such 
Traveling Libraries to cover all parts 
of the state, with a regional base 
set up in a large library for each 
section of the state to be so reached. 
Bookmobiles may be sent out from 
town to town and made available for 
many readers who now are shut off 
from library resources, with several 
thousand books planned for each sec- 
tion. A professionally trained and 
experienced librarian will have im- 
mediate supervision of each of the 
regions. This is the plan envisioned 
by the State Library Extension Divi- 
sion, and already in its furtherance, 
the Federal Government is to contrib- 
ute $30,000 to be spent for books. 
The raising of about $36,000 more for 
the purchase of “bookmobiles” is an- 
other step in the achievement of the 
goal. And so interested did the club- 
women of Massachusetts become in 
the explanation of the plan that they 
have taken under consideration the 
raising of funds to purchase such a 
“bookmobile” for Massachusetts as 
their share in its development, sim- 
ilar to the gift of the Vermont Fed- 
eration for its state. The cost of 
such a “bookmobile” is stated as 
$11,000. And the Literature chair- 
man of the State Federation, Mrs.

st. proved to be the most dangerous 
highway in the city, Commonwealth 
ave. was second, and the Worcester 
turnpike was third. In 1939 there 
w’as one person killed on Washing- 
ton st.. 61 accidents involving per- 
sonal injuries, and 20 in which dam- 
age to automobiles resulted. On Com- 
monwealth ave. there were three fa- 
tally injured. 47 injured and 20 ac- 
cidents resulting in property dam- 
age. On the turnpike 2 were fatally 
injured, 31 injured, and 16 accidents 
causing property damage. The fig- 
ures for Walnut st. were — 1 killed, 24 
injured, 10 cases of property dam- 
age. Those for Watertown st. were 
20 injured and 9 cases of property 
damage. 

During 1939 the number of persons 
prosecuted in Newton for violations 
of automobile and traffic law’s and 
regulations totalled 1030. Of this 
number 45 were charged with driv- 
ing while ^jrder the influence of 
liquor, 57 with operating so as to en- 
danger the safety of the public, 382 
with speeding, 112 for failure to com- 
ply with directions on traffic signals, 
and 128 for entering through streets 
without stopping. During the year 
897 cars were tagged for disregard- 
ing pnrking regulations, and 75 
"three-way tags” were attached to 
cars of repeaters. 

The number of deaths caused by 
automobiles in Newton during the 
past 10 years is as follow’s: — 1930, 8; 
1931, 9; 1932, 4; 1933, 11; 1934, 7; 
1935, 7: 1936, 12; 1937, 12; 1938, 3; 
1939, 10.

hoys and youths In this matter, would 
make things more agreeable for the 
directors and the general skating pub- 
lic. 

Because the skating places under 
the supervision of the Newton Play- 
ground (now Recreation) Department 
are promptly plowed free of snow af- 
ter storms, Newton residents enjoy 
skating many more days each winter 
than do persons in other cities and 
towns. After each snow’storm plows 
pulled by small tractors clear the 
snow from the ice. A revolving broom 
follows the plows in cleaning off the 
snow. The numerous cracks in the 
ice. caused by the large number of 
skaters, are minimized as much as 
possible by the use of planers, and 
when the weather is sufficiently cold, 
w’ater is poured onto the surface of 
the skating areas to fill in the cracks. 
As a safety precaution, skating is not 
permitted until the ice is at least 
4 to 5 inches in thickness.

Hoffman Critical 
At Overspending 
On WPA Projects 


Following a long closed door ses- 
sion by committees of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night. Aider- 
man Hoffman made another criticism 
of additional appropriations when the 
Board resumed its open meeting. This 
Item, the subject of Hoffman’s criti- 
cism, was the recommendation by 
the Mayor and the Finance Committee 
of $4583 for WPA projects on work 
done in the latter part of 1939. This 
money was for materials used in lay- 
ing granolithic sidewalks and cement 
curbing. Hoffman contended thut 
there must be something wrong with 
the accounting system, and the same 
system which has been adopted by 
the Street Department should also 
he applied to the WPA. lie called at- 
tention to the fact that during 1939 
the Federal government allotted $481,- 
000 to Newton for WPA projects. 

Chairman McKay of the Finauce 
Committee explained, In answer to 
Hoffman’s criticism, that the deficit 
WPA material billH for 1939 were 
caused because there is a conflict of 
authority between the Street Depart- 
ment and the WPA administration 
officials. He said the appropriations 
for 1939 on materials for WPA proj-

The Middlesex County Sanatorium, 
located in Waltham, was built in 1930- 
32 for the care of tubercular patients 
residing within the county The orig- 
inal cost was over $2,200,000. In 1937 
an uddition was made at an expense 
• if $417,000. The City of Newton was 
assessed $361,439.95 for its share of 
rhe cost. Bonds were issued both for 
the original assessment and the addi- 
tion. The debt service of these bonds 
I is not taken into consideration In the 
! following report which is an analysis 
of the operating expenses and the 
manner in which such expenses are 
assessed to the various municipali- 
ties. It should be stated, however, that 
maturing bonds and Interest charges 
require about $34,000 In 1940. and the 
last bonds will not be retired until 
194S. 

! There exists a most complicated ac- 
, « ounting system which apparently has 
hidden from general view the many 
j inequalities \Y~ do not believe that a 
court of law would uphold the segre- 
| gat ion of expenses as now in effect 
under the designations of “Mainte- 
nance or Upkeep’’ — and "Care of Pa- 
tieuts.” The proper allocation of 
items under those respective heads 
makes a great difference in the final 
net cost of patients to each city and 
town. The net cost Is determined by 
three distinct steps.

Aldermen Delay 
Creating New 
Voting Precincts 

(Continued from page 1) 


Last Monday night the City of New- 
ton by official action of its Board of 
Aldermen gave another manifestation 
of poor sportsmanship, injustice and 
cheapness. We refer to the refusal of 
tlio Board of Aldermen to take favor- 
able action on some claims presented 
to the city by persons whose automo- 
biles were damaged by automobiles 
owned by the City of Newton and 
driven by persons in the employ of 
the city. Even when the evidence in- 
dicated that tlu» fault was clearly on 
the side of the drivers of the city- 
owned automobiles, the Claims and 
Rules Committee recommended leave, 
to withdraw on damage claims be- ! 
cause the city is not legally liable for 
damage to person or property caused 
by any motor vehicle it owns, other 
than those owned by the Water De- 
partment. 

This action of the Board of Aider- 
men is nothing new. For many years 
preceding Boards of Aldermen have 
done likewise on advice of the City 1 
Solicitor. Even in the case of a fatal i 
accident the same action was taken. I 

it is true that the city is not legally 
liable for damage caused by its mo- | 
tor vehicles. It is also true that there 
is a State statute which permits cities 
and towns to take out Insurance on 
their automobiles, so that when any j 
person is killed or injured by a city or 
town-owned vehicle, damages can be 
collected; and damages can also be 
paid in case of property damage. A , 
number of cities and towns have ac- : 
cepted tills law and insure their motor 
vehicles. When the writer was a ; 
member of the Board of Aldermen he 
endeavored to have the city act fairly 
on this matter, hut he did not suc- 
ceed. Since then we have from time 
to time criticized the failure of the 
city to either insure its automobiles 
or pay damages when the fault was 
plainly that of city employees driving 
city-owned automobiles or trucks. If 
the City Solicitor or the Aldermen 
were injured, or their automobiles 
damaged through t lie fault of some 
city employee driving a city-owned 
vehicle, we have an idea they would 
want to be reimbursed. 


terest in the city, other than to profit 
by its reputation and popularity.

He 
said it seems unnecessary to create 
a new precinct in the Ward. At pres- 
ent Precinct 1 of Ward 1 has about 
1300 voters, and Precinct 2 about 
21 00. Lee suggested that that part 
of Precinct 2 from the westerly side 
of Jewett st. he transferred to Fie- 
ri mt 1. He commented that in Ward 
5 where areas are being rapidly de- 
veloped. new precincts are necessary. 

Alderman Temporley of Ward 5 
said that instead of creating a new 
prt cinct in that Ward, if some of the 
contiguous parts of Precinct 3 and 
Precinct 4 are transferred to Precinct 
:’>. and part of Precinct 4 to Precinct 
l. Hie cost of a new precinct, $200 
to $300 yearly, will be saved. Tem- 
perley called attention to the fact 
that not so many years ago areas now 
designated as parts of Waban and 
Oak Hill were included in Upper 
Falls. He said that voters now have 
to travel from Florence st. to Newton 
Highlands to ballot, a distance of 
about 2 miles, whereas some of those 
voting in Precinct 3 live much nearer 
to the Upper Falls voting place than 
they do to the Wuhan voting place. 


Residents of Oak Hill, who have pe- 
titioned the Planning Board not to 
favor a plan which would permit the ■ 
subdivision of a hillside into small J 
building lots located on a street with ! 
a 12 per cent grade, will have the ap- 
proval of a majority of Newton real- ; 
dents. In all parts of the city, large, 
old estates are being cut up into house 
lots, many of these lots quite small, 
and on them small, inexpensive houses 1 
have been and are being erected. It 
is unreasonable to expect that New- 
ton of the future will contain large ! 
estates as it did in the past. It is rea- 1 
so liable to attempt to prevent New- 
ton from deteriorating into a thickly 
settled community, composed largely 
of small house lots. Crowding too 
many houses into this city would not 
only greatly change its character, but 
would necessitate additional school 
buildings, a more expensive school 
cost, and eventually — a greater wel- 
fare burden. 

Many of those who want to build 
cheap houses on small lots in New- 
ton are speculative builders, either 
who don’t reside here or who have 
recently moved here. They are not 
employing Newton men in tie* erection 
of these houses and have little in- 


The Mass. Society (for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children calls at- 
tention to tile great increase in drink- 
ing among mothers of young children, 
and the serious results it is bring- 
ing. Before the misnamed “prohibi- 
tion” era, saloons (or barrooms) with 
few exceptions, would not serve li- 
quor to women. Since t lie sale of] 
alcoholic beverages again became le- 
gal. drinking places in Massachusetts 
holding common-victualler licenses] 
are permitted to sell liquor to women 
as well as men. and as the M. S. P. 
C. C. states, drinking among women, 
including mothers of young children, 
has become alarmingly prevalent. 

There is a practical and simple 
way to correct this evil. Massachu- 
setts lias a law licensing taverns. A 
tavern can sell spirituous liquors in 
addition to wines and beer, and can 
sell to men only. Amend this law 
so that there will be two classes of 
taverns — those which can sell all kinds 
of alcoholic beverages, and those 
which can sell only wines and malt 
liquors. By doing this. Newton and 
other communities can grant licenses 
to ’’taverns” limited to the sale of 
wines and malt beverages, and selling 
to women in these places will be pro- 
hibited. At least 80 percent of the 
beer places in this city licensed as 
common victuallers, should not have 
common victualler licenses, as they 
serve little food, even sandwiches. 
The granting of “Common Victualler” 
licenses in Newton has been for many 
years collusion by authorities in the 
violation of the law pertaining to the 
Sabbath Day as regards the sale of 
groceries and other merchandise on 
Sundays. 

In addition to certain stores open- 
ing Sundays because they possess 
common victualler licenses, and in- 
stead of serving meals, sell groceries 
and other articles illegally, for the 
past few years drug stores and other 
stores in Newton have been permitted 
to openly sell food, although not pos- 
sessing common victualler licenses. 
Between the License Board, the Po- 
lice Department and the Health De- 
partment, some measures should lie 
taken to enforce the common vic- 
tualler law in Newton. 

Executives of a company operating 
a chain market in this city wisely 
vetoed the edict of a district official 
who was apparently determined to re- 
sume the opening of this store on 
Wednesday afternoons and by so do- 
ing jeopardize the continuing of the 
enjoyment of this weekly half-holiday 
by hundreds of food store and market 
employees in the Newtons. The own- 
ers of tlie store in question will gain 
much more by closing it on Wednes- 
day afternoons, than they would have 
by taking the niggardly attitude and 
breaking an agreement which met 
with public approval the past year 
and more.

Aldermen Discuss 
School Cafeteria 


A petition from the Newton Tax- 
payers' Association asking the Board 
of Aldermen to pass an ordinance 
relative to the handling of profits in 
public school cafeterias in Newton 
I was given leave to withdraw by the 
j Board on Monday night. Alderman 
j Itawson. chairman of the Claims and 
Rules Committee, explained that the 
j furnishing of meals for teachers ami 
; pupils in school buildings is permitted 
| by the School Committee, which has 
authority on this matter. Some years 
ago the city, by authority granted un- 
d<T the General Laws, appropriated 
$G00*i to install cafeterias in some of 
tin- schools, and in 1932 this money 
was returned to the city treasury 
from profits made in the cafeterius. 

The business done by these cafete- 
rias totals $100,000 yearly, and tin 
practice is to provide meals at as near 
cost as possible. There is a revolving 
t mid, and what profits have been made 
have been used to purchase new 
equipment. Alderman Itawson stated 
that Supt. of Schools Warren lias in- 
formed him that the present cafeteria 
fund is somewhere between $5000 and 
$13,000, and that the net profit made 
on the cafeterias last year was only 

Aldei man Hoffman comment! d that 
there is quite a difference between 
$5000 and $13,000 and such a figure 
either indicates accounting that is not 
clear cut, or that the school depart- 
ment believes that the Aldermen are 
not supposed to know the actual fig 
tires. Hoff man said that the Public 
Buildings Committee hud discussed 
the figures submitted by the School 
Department regarding the costs to be 
charged to the cafeterias and the 
question of a proper charge for steum 
used wus raised. He asked whut wus 
the nature of the ordinance asked for 
by tin* Taxpayers’ Association.

lar because of the accounting meth- 
ods. You will note that the com 
munition are divided Into two groups 
for purposes of comparison— one con- 
taining those which are paying more 
than their fair share and the other | 
those which are paying less. It will 
be seen that the dally cost per pa- j 
tlent was as high as $21.51 for Bed- 
ford and as low as $1.62 for Burling- 
ton. Between these extremes are the 
other 50 municipalities. Twelve towns 
which sent no patients were assessed 
u total of $7,431. 

To understand the accounting sys- ' 
tern reference must he made to the 
Acts of the Legislature and the man- 
ner of their interpretation now in ef- j 
feet. G. L. Chapter Hi Section 85: 
"The County shall provide for the 
cure, maintenance and repair of said 
hospital The County Commission- 

ers shall annually in January appor- 
tion the cost thereof for the previ- 

ous year to the towns liable in the j 
same proportion in which the cost J 
of the construction was assessed, and | 
shall issue their warrants against the | 
towns for the amount or percentage | 
for which they are severally assessed j 
to pay for the maintenance, care and 
repair of said hospital.” G. L. Chap- j 
ter III Section 88: ‘‘The charges for 
the support of patients shall he based 
on actual cost of their care and treat- 
ment, exclusive of all interest or 
other expenses, pertaining to the con- 
struction. equipment or permanent up- 
keep of the institution." 

Chapter 35. Section 45: "He (di- 
rector of accounts) shall require as 
far as possible uniformity and correct- 
ness in the method of keeping said ac- 
counts and may prescribe the classi- 
fication of receipts and expenditures 
and a uniform system of receipts, cer- 
tificates?; vouchers and exhibits." 

As the books are now kept we find 
that in 1938 Somerville paid for 22.- 
056 patient clays $2740 less than New- 
ton paid for 10,730. Or to put it in 
unother way — Somerville had a net 
cost of $47,724 for 22.056 patient days 
—an average of $2.16 per day. where- 
as Newton had a net cost of $50,464 
for 10,730 patient days — an average 
of $4.70 per day. Newton pays more 
than twice the daily cost of Somer- 
ville patients. The answer of this 
cost variation lies in the interpreta- 
tion of Section S5. quoted above. We 
find that in 193S the total assessment 
of $284,520 apportioned as a main- 
tenance or upkeep charge contained in 
part : 

in the expense classification which 
has been used for years, and referred 
to later in this report, it is definitely 
stated that Ward Maids shall be in- 
cluded in Care of Patients. A viola- 
tion of this is shown above — over 
$22,000 being charged to maintenance. 
All of the above and many other items 
seem to us directly chargeable to 
Cure of Patients. If they had been 
so allocated it is obvious that a daily 
cost of $1.50 is ridiculously low. On 
tlie statements in your hands we have 
calculated what the net cost would 
have been to each city and town at 
three higher daily schedules, namely. 
$2. $2.50 and $3. Even at a $3 daily 
rate there would have been over $S0,- 
000 for maintenance to be divided 
among all the municipalities on basis 
of their assessed valuations. 

A study of the three rates shows 
that those places now benefiting very 
substantially would still he paying 
less than tlie $3.60 which is the aver- 
age patient day cost of the hospital. 
Those cities and towns which are now 
paying far more than their share would 
till be paying somewhat more than 
I the average cost, before deducting the

Mara- 
cay was the favorite city of the late 
dictator Juan Vicente Gomez. Tho 
pride of the General was the Hotel 
Jardin which he had designed by a 
French architect in tho manner of the 
hotels of Algiers. It is a large build- 
ing with portals shading the street 
and entrance, balconies facing tho 
street, and a spacious dining room 
opening on the central patio in which 
there is a large outdoor tiled swim- 
ming pool. To further dress up the 
building. Gomez had parks laid out

around the city; and also a two-day 
160-mile Grand Tour of the Andes — 
from La Guaira to Caracas. Maracay, j 
Valencia, and Puerto Cabello where i 
passengers rejoin their cruise ship. | 

As the ship approaches the harbor, 
mountains in folds of green and rust 
rise several thousand feet to thrust 
their peaks through the clouds; and . 
the buildings of La Guaira tumble 
down their slopes to the sea. Back 
of these mountains lies Caracas, the 
capital city, only six miles away as ' 
the crow tiles, yet twenty-three miles 
by the new motor highway. The lat- ' 
ter — a fine modern highway — is a j 
remarkable feat of engineering and 
presents incomparable mountain vis- 
tas as it winds and twists its way to 
reach an elevation of 4000 feet — be- 
fore it descends into the valley in 
which Caracas rests. 

Most travelers are surprised to find 
such a large modern city — after com- 
ing from a region of uninhabited, 
treeless mountains. Yet Caracas, with 
its population of 203,437, is a large, 
urban city, in spite of the fact that 
it was founded by Don Diego de Lo- 
zada back in the year 1567. 

Most of the buildings in the city 
are of Spanish colonial design, giv- 
ing a distinctly foreign flavor to the 
capital. In the center is the Plaza 
Bolivar with an admirable eques- 
trian statue of the Great Liberator. 
Around it are located the 17th cen- 
tury cathedral, the Casa Amarilla, the 
Archbishop's Palace, and the govern- 
ment buildings. 

In the residential sections of the 
city are scores of charming villas 
and boulevards shaded with palms, : 
eucalyptus and mahogany trees. In 
the suburbs are several very magni- : 
ficent clubs — country, golf and tennis. 

There are several good cinema 
houses in the city. Horse races are 


and an elaborate fountain erected 
with a score of different sprays illu- 
minated at night with colored lights 
in dozens of combinations which play 
on the water. It is in this charm- 
ing setting that passengers dine, 
dance, and spend the night. 

This little town, also, has its Pres- 
ident’s Palace and Government build- 
ings. an opera house which started 
out to be very grand but was never 
completed. Here, too, is the tomb 
of General Gomez. The town’s bull 
ring has a chapel remindful of those 
featured in "Blood and Sand.” There 
is a Zoo nearby sheltering an inter- 
esting collection of tropical animals; 
and not far away, lovely Lake Val- 
encia. 

Valencia, three miles from thiB 
lake, is one of the most truly Span- 
ish colonial cities on the continent. 
It was founded in 1555 when gold was 
discovered nearby and retains un- 
spoiled many characteristics of its 
early days. Because of the city’s 
wonderful climate all year ’round, 
many of the wealthy Venezuelans 
maintain homes here and the city to- 
day ranks second to Caracas as a so- 
cial center. Not far from the city 
the Battle of Carabobo was fought 
and the site is marked with an elab- 
orate monument well worth seeing. 
On the way to Puerto Cabello to re- 
join the cruise ship passengers stop 
for rest and refreshments at the 
Quinta Mis Delicias where they en- 
joy a taste of hacienda life.

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I Industrial Saar Region 

Is Political ‘Powder Keg’ 

The Saar, a rich and long-contest- 
ed region between northeast France 
and Germany west of the Rhine, has ' 
been called a ’’powder keg” of Eu- ; 
rope. Lying athwart a natural route j 
from Germany to western Europe, 
it has offered an international high- 
road for both armies and trade. The. 
Saar’s greatest strike occurred in 
1923 when 75,000 miners quit for 
more than three months in sympa- 
thy with workers of the Ruhr dis- 
trict, then occupied by France. 

Romans and Gauls fought early 
Germanic tribes in what is now the 
Saar area. French troops under 
Louis XIV and Napoleon marched 
that way; so did German forces in 
the Franco-Prussian war, and the 
Allies during the World war. 

For the most part, however, the 
Saar has been German territory, oc- 
cupied by Germans, except at rare 
intervals, for more than a thousand 
years before the peace of Versailles. 
Under the terms of that treaty, when 
the region was taken from Germany 
after the World war, it was placed 
under a League of Nations commis- 
sion, with the provision that a pleb- 
iscite should be held 15 years later. 
In 1935 this vote, offering three 
alternatives— re-entry into the Reich 
union with France, or continuance 
of the League of Nations status — 
was taken. Result; Overwhelming 
majority in favor of return to Ger- 
many. 

Politically under Germany, the 
Saar still has economic ties with 
France. This situation is a hold- 
over from the Versailles treaty, 
which provided that ownership of its I 
coal mines should be French, re- j 
gardless of what happened to the J 
territory itself. This agreement was 
part of the general reparations ex- j 
acted from Germany because of 
French coal mines destroyed during | 
the war, and in recognition of 
France’s need for such industrial 
energy — a need inadequately sup- 
plied at home. 

In 1934, however, just before the 
plebiscite. Germany bought back the 
Saar mines for 900,000,000 gold 
francs (about $35,266,000). Addition- ; 
al payment was to be made in the 
Saar’s black gold— coal — to the 
amount of some two million tons an- 
nually for five years. After 1940, 
therefore. France will have no fur- 
ther legal claim on the mines of 
this region, although she may buy 
its coal in the open market. 

The Saar has vast reservoirs of 
coal, estimated at more than nine 
billion tons. It is one of the most 
highly industrialized centers of Eu- 
rope, its own coal production supple- 
mented by the iron output of neigh- 
boring Alsace-Lorraine. 


Strategic South Tyrol 

Links Italy to Europe 

The Italian South Tyrol is set high 
in the Alps of north-central Italy 
along the southwest border of for- 
mer Austria. It is a highly strate- 
gic region which was a part of the 
old Austro-Hungarian empire until 
the treaty of St. Germain shifted it 
to Italian control after the World 
war. 

It is famed for its spectacular 
scenic beauty. Through it runs the 
historic and economically vital route 
that leads across the Brenner pass 
into central Europe, linking the 
Italian peninsula with the heart of 
the continent. 

It was to give Italy a protected 
position on this strategic pass that 
the peace treaty in 1919 moved the 
Italian frontier more than 100 miles 
northward. The shift included both 
the Italian-inhabited district of Tren- 
to, whose former inclusion in Aus- 
tria had long been contested by 
Italy, and the Germanic region of 
the South Tyrol, now known as Bol- 
zano. In the Bolzano district 
(which includes over half the entire 
transferred area of 5,371 square 
miles) are concentrated more than 
200,000 Germans, now reportedly 
facing the choice of declaring alle- 
giance to the Reich or remaining as 
Italian citizens in the Italian prov- 
ince. 

During the World wai, when this 
region was under Austrian rule, the 
inhabitants of South Tyrol fought 
against the Italians in some of the 
bloodiest battles of the conflict. 
When the Italians advanced into 
Austrian territory, both sides had to 
struggle against nature itself, mak- 
ing their precarious way along pre- 
cipitous slopes and over icy moun- 
tain paths. Whole towns were wiped 
out when the 1917-18 battlelines were 
drawn along the old Italian frontier. 

Since acquiring the Tyrolean 
area, the Italian government has 
made vigorous efforts to Italianize 
its people. Italian was made the 
official language for all public serv- 
ices. It was required on public 
signs, catalogues, timetables, menus, 
maps, postcards — even tombstones. 
Place names were changed from 
German to Italian. The word ‘’Ty- 
rol” was strictly forbidden, “Bol- 
zano” taking its place. 


Stratosphere Balloons 

Reach 14 -Mile Height 

I Three recent flights into the strnt- 

, osphere over Beltsvillc, Md., by 
means of groups of rubber sounding 
balloons reached heights of 14 to 
16H miles above the earth. The bal- 
loons, sent up ns a joint project 
by the National Geographic society 
and the national bureau of stand- 
ards, carried on each flight as an 
"observer” an ingenious robot con- 
sisting of electric batteries, a tiny 
motor, photo-electric cells, moving 
screens, and radio tubes. 

The object of the flights was to 
gather additional information about 
the atmosphere’s ozone layer — an 
important concentration of the gas 
which screens away from the earth’s 
surface certain rays of sunlight in- 
jurious to vegetable and animal life. 
The metal and glass robot made 
"readings” of the varying concen- 
trations of ozone at different alti- 
tudes and automatically radioed 
them to a receiving station on the 
ground. The results are being com- 
pared with other observations for a 
later report by the national bureau 
of standards. 

On each of the three flights the 
lifting power was furnished by six 
rubber, hydrogen-filled balloons at- 
tached in tandem. Four and a half 
feet in diameter when they were 
released, these balloons expanded to 
diameters of 14 feet or more in the 
rare upper air near the top of the 
ascents. 

The string of balloons continued to 
rise until one of them burst as a 
result of expansion. The remaining 
balloons lowered the observing ap- 
paratus slowly to the ground and in 
every case it was recovered. 

In the hope of reaching greater al- 
titudes for the co-operative study of 
ozone concentrations, the National 
Geographic society is now having 
larger rubber balloons fabricated. 
In the meantime improved instru- 
ments for detecting ozone and for 
radioing information back to earth 
are under construction in the lab- 
oratories of the national bureau of 
standards 


Doomed Medical Student 

Records Fatal Disease 

The story of Frederick J. Hinds, 
a Stanford university medical stu- 
dent, who kept a secret record of 
a rare disease he knew would kill 
him in two years, was disclosed re- 
cently in San Francisco on the eve 
of his funeral. 

Doctors and students paid tribute 
to the courage of Hinds, who died 
of myelogenous leukemia, one 
month before his twenty-third birth- 
day. 

Nearly two years before his death, 
Hinds looked through a microscope 
in the course of routine medical , 
studies at a slide of his own blood 
and gave a start of surprise, as 
clearly as if it were written in print- 
ed words, he read his doom there. 

Quietly he went about verifying 
his diagnosis. He was one of the 
few victims ol the disease, in which 
white corpuscles disappear from the 
blood and tissues become replaced 
with bone marrow, leading to a 
painful death. 

"He took it splendidly,” said Dr. 
Loren R. Chandler, dean of the med- 
ical school. “He felt that he had a 
job to do, and did it.” 

Up until the last painful weeks, 
when he could no longer work with , 
his hands and look into the micro- 
scope. he kept a record of his own 
case. It was said that record may 
become invaluable help some day in 
the search for a cure for myeloge- 
nous luekemia 


‘Air-Minded’ Spiders 

Soar Long Distances 

Spiders are wingless, but by tak 
mg advantage of favorable air cur- 
rents they are able to travel through 
the air for long distances, and many 
have some control at least over 
their flights. In a long series of 
flights above Louisiana in airplanes 
equipped with insect traps as a part 
of a research program looking to 
control of cotton insects and mos- 
quitoes, P. A. Glick, federal ento- 
mologist, found that soaring spiders 
were more than six times as com- 
mon as winged moths and butter- 
flies. The insect group including 
flies, mosquitoes and gnats outnum- 
bered the spiders about seven 
to one, and there were about three 
times as many beetles and weevils 
as spiders. 

Immature spiders — called spider- 
lings — are more air minded than 
their elders. To launch its flight a 
spiderling climbs a tall weed, shrub, 
or tree and pays out a long thread 
of web material. When the breeze 
pulls on this the spiderling lets go 
and is drawn upward. Some spiders 
are able to draw in the filament 
and so put an end to the flight. 

This trapping of insects in the up- 
per air as an aid to the study ol 
methods for controlling crop pests 
was pioneer research in entomology. 
It helped clear up puzzles of insect 
dispersal, and suggested special 
problems for air study elsewhere. 
A few strong flying insects prefer 
to make headway against the pre- 
vailing winds, but most insects trav- 
el with the winds which are ordi- 
narily from the south in spring and 
from the north in fall, aiding north- 
ward spring migrations and south- 
ward flights in fall. Many weak fly- 
ers appear merely to drift with the 
wind. 


Advice to Drivers 

When driving at night your great- 
est danger is running off the road 
in trying to avoid cars with glaring 
headlights. As a matter of fact you 
run very little risk of running into 
the cars which blind you because in- 
variably you pull as far away as 
possible But you do run the risk of 
going on soft shoulders or getting 
the right wheels into a ditch. As a 
safeguard be sure to observe the 
Highway shoulder before you are j 
faced with the problem of avoiding a 
pair of glaring headlights Know in 
advance whether or not you can 
swing way over in safety. If the 
road is narrow and the shoulders 
| bad. better slow down or eeen stop. 


Typhoid Infection 

Typhoid fever is still a constant 
menace in the United States because 
the germs which cause it may live 
as long as two years without food 
The germs are spread mainly by 
1 water contamination, according to 
Dr. Paul J Beard of Stanford uni- 
versity, California. Tests have shown 
they are extremely vigorous in re- 
sisting extreme heat, cold and wa- 
ter conditions Sunlight kills the 
ryphoid germs quickly, but only on 
ihe surface of the ground. Rainy 
A/eatner is particularly favorable 
or (lieu survival. 


American House Colors 

Durable— but dull — grays, browns 
and buffs that once colored the ex- 
teriors of most American homes are 
now being discarded for the bright- 
er, more youthful colors for walls, 
roofs and trim that have been de- 
veloped in the last 10 years. These 
bright exterior colors are the latest 
house fashion. Roofs covered with 
rose-red or blue-green asphalt shin- 
gles are today not uncommon, while 
walls are being painted in white, 
blues, reds and many unusual 
shades, such as coral, beige, choco- 
late and hunter green. One very 
popular model on display in the ex- 
hibit has iemon yellow clapboard 
walls, a blue asphalt shingle roof 
and light yellow trim.

‘Ghost’ Bombing Planes 

Forecast for War Use 

Dr. Lee de Forest, noted pioneer 
wireless inventor, has forecast the 
introduction into war practice of 
"ghost” bombing planes guided by 
radio signals that could send them, 
pilotless, to wreak destruction on 
military objectives. 

He said radio engineers in the 
United States and in several Euro- 
pean countries are building and test- 
ing "ghost” planes for such a new 
mode of warfare. In the United 
States, he said, engineers had vir- 
tually perfected them. 

"These ‘flying torpedoes,’ ” De 
Forest said, "can be guided by a 
‘mother plane.’ After they have 
dropped their bombs, they can be 
headed around and sent back home 
— if they haven’t been shot down." 

The loss would be less, he said, 
because the robot ships are to be 
inexpensive. 

De Forest also told of another de- 
vice, the television facsimile. This 
enables a man in an observation 
plane to draw maps of strategic 
enemy positions and targets and 
transmit them back to headquarters 
by television.

Tip for Motorist 

One of the most disturbing things 
in night driving is difficulty remov- 
ing a headlight bulb when you dis- 
cover that you are a one-eye driver. 
Often the bulbs stick in their sock- 
ets to an extent where there is risk 
of the glass breaking in the strug- 
gle for removal. One trick is to 
move the bulb up and down before 
trying to remove it. This will some- 
times break the corrosion between 
bulb and socket. A new device on 
the market, known as a "lamp 
glove," provides a safe and easy 
way to remove bulbs, but whether 
or not you have one of these it is 
always easier to remove bulbs by 
wiping the sockets with a little col- 
lodial graphite when installing a new 
bulb. This will prevent corrosion 
and stickage. 


South American Outlaws 

That a staggering blow has been 
dealt the reorganization of the once 
powerful Mafia, a South American 
gang of hoodlums, by recent arrests 
in Argentina is the belief of the po- 
lice. Following the seizure of Arturo 
Placeres and Agati Galiffi at Rosa- 
rio the notorious Jose Manuel Pazz, 
known as El Capitan, and Antonio 
Di Santo, together with their imme- 
diate accomplices, were captured, 
breaking up a dangerous ring of 
counterfeiters. Confessions and oth- 
er evidence obtained convinced the 
police that the ring was reorganiz- 
ing the Mafia, which formerly ruled 
the underworld throughout South 
America and preyed upon civilized 
society.

Luxembourg I* Called 

‘Gibraltar of the North’ 

Luxembourg, tiny duchy between 
Belgium, France and Germany, is 
ruled over by the Grand Duchess 
Charlotte. She succeeded her sis- 
ter Marie Adelaide, who abdicated 
in 1919 and died five years later. 
The then popularity of the pr< ent 
reigning duchess was shown when 
a general election gave her 66.811 
votes as against 16.885 for a repub- 
lican form of government. 

Long known as the Gibraltar of 
the North, the capital city occupied 
a strongly fortified elevation, but as 
a buffer state the duchy was for 
many centuries a vast battlefield, 
and was at one time or another dur- 
ing the past thousand years, under 
the control of nearly every one of 
the western European nations. The 
fortifications of the capital were 
finally razed in 1867 in accordance 
with a treaty between France and 
Prussia, the latter having occupied 
the garrison. 

Luxembourg, with only 999 square 
miles, is much smaller than the 
state of Rhode Island and has a pop- 
ulation of nearly 300,000 contented 
and fairly prosperous people. In 
the midst of world-wide depression, 
every one in Luxembourg was em- 
ployed, either in agriculture, min- 
ing, iron or related industries. 

Siegfried and his descendants 
ruled the land from the Tenth to the 
Fifteenth century, when feudal cas- 
tles were built on many of the hill- 
tops. From the villages dotting the 
many valleys of the realm, the ruins 
of some of these cdstles can be seen 
today haunting the eminences. 

Luxembourg is rich in folklore 
and fairy tales. Here one may find 
a Christian altar superimposed on a 
pagan altar to Hercules, Apollo, 
Juno and Minerva. ’ The romantic 
people are deeply religious and 
maintain their ancient customs, 
pilgrimages to miracle-working 
shrines, and dancing religious pro- 
cessions. Their simple enjoyment 
of the sun is almost pantheistic in 
a land of unsurpassed natural 
beauty. 

About one-third of the population 
is engaged in farming 450.000 acres 
of oats, potatoes, wheat, flax, hemp 
and rape seed. The land is made 
increasingly productive by intelli- 
gent, scientific farming. Luxem- 
bourg’s agricultural schools are at- 
tended by students from other coun- 
tries. The vineyards in a good sea- 
son will produce 1.250,000 gallons of 
wine. Stock raising is important 
and profitable. 

Among the industries, iron is most 
important : 35 blast furnaces employ 
nearly 3,000 workers, with 2,000 
n <>re working in the seven steel 
mills.

Ricksha, Oriental Gadget, 

Invented by American 

The marines have staked out one 
more claim to fame by establishing 
the fact that the ricksha that fur- 
nis .es a living for thousands of coo- 
lies in China. Japan and Singapore 
was the invention of a member of 
the corps. 

It came about in this fashion, the 
corp official bulletin states; 

Private Jonathan Goble, of the 
marine detachment on the U. S. S. 
Susquehanna, one of the ships in 
Commodore Perry’s fleet which vis- 
ited Japan in 1854, conceived the 
idea. 

Goble had been a farmer in New 
York before he entered the marine 
corps in 1851 at the age of 24. He 
remained in the service four years. 

Just when Goble conceived his 
idea of the ginrikisha is not known, 
but after leaving the marine corps, 
and returning to Japan as a mis- 
sionary, he suggested to the Japa- 
nese the idea of making these en- 
larged go-carts a means of convey- 
ance. 

The first ricksha, contructed as a 
result of his suggestion, made its 
appearance in Japan in 1867, and 
subsequently its use spread to near- 
ly all the countries of the Far East.

Safety Experts Urga 

Pedestrian ‘Education* 

Educating tin* pedestrian to be 
more careful on the streets nnd 
highways— statistically demonstrat- 
ed to bo necessary to the safety 
picture — may prove to be a boom- 
erang. Safety experts, who have 
the jump on run-of-tninc dabblers in 
highway security, believe that, un- 
less the present campaign is handled 
cleverly, the average motorist is 
going to lapse into further disre- 
spect for the rights of those who 
travel on foot. 

A survey in Washington showed 
that 7 out of 10 traffic fatalities were 
pedestrians. The natural inference is 
that people walking are especially 
careless and need a lot of schooling 
in safety. It is too easy to over- 
look the fact that pedestrians are 
especially vulnerable, being minus 
bumpers, safety glass, steel bodies 
and turret tops. 

According to the American Auto- 
mobile association, pedestrians who 
have never held drivers’ permits are 
nine times as likely to be killed as 
walkers who are licensed motor- 
ists. 

It is reported that last year 8,000 
pedestrians lost their lives through 
their own careless actions. On the 
basis of these findings a campaign 
has been launched to prove that the 
man afoot isn’t always an innocent 
victim. 

But some of the most cautious 
thinkers on the traffic problem are 
not too sure that we are giving the 
pedestrian a break by concentrat- 
ing too much on his “education.” 
Even the educational methods are 
under suspicion. Prize example is 
the rule about walking toward traf- 
fic when on the road. Some of the 
most serious accidents have oc- 
curred when pedestrians were fol- 
lowing the rule. They have been 
clipped by cars driven by people 
who turned way over to the left side 
of the road to overtake other cars.

‘Saluting the Equator’ 

Is Old Sea Tradition 

The ceremony of “crossing the 
lino’’ or “saluting the Equator” an- 
tedates the American navy and all 
the rest of the world’s navies. 

It is so old that, according to the 
authorities, nobody really knows 
where it came from. The Vikings 
held similar ceremonies; so did the 
Greeks and Phoenicians. For these 
ancients, of course, the rites had 
nothing to do with the equator, which 
they would not have recognized, had 
they seen it. But the idea of pro- 
pitiating the sea god seems to have 
been common to all of the old sea- 
faring peoples, who had their own 
times and places for the observance. 

The custom of making the cere- 
mony an occasion for horseplay and 
its identification with the equator 
evidently came much later. Even 
the horseplay is a very ancient tra- 
dition of the sea, observed from 
time immemorial by the navies and 
merchant shipping of all the na- 
tions. at least of Europe. 

First Davy Jones comes aboard 
as emissary of His Majesty, Nep- 
tunus Rex; then a couple of days 
later as the vessel crosses the line 
King Neptune himself arrives, com- 
plete with trident, oakum whiskers 
and an impressive court, to pass 
judgment on the "pollywogs.” These 
neophytes are those who never be- 
fore have crossed the line. Their 
judgment and punishment for the of- 
fense is a boisterous affair in which 
all “shellbacks. ’’ those who have 
crossed before, co-operate with en- 
thusiasm. Lard, soap, creosote, 
whitewash, electric shocks and a 
dousing in the swimming tank all 
are essential ingredients of the cer- 
emony.

Manufacture of Pills 

At one time pills were impaled 
one by one on a needle and dipped 
into gelatin solution, then tlie pin- 
hole was carefully sealed. Today, 
by an interesting arrangement of 
suction bars, hundreds of pills are 
hemispherically coated at one dip 
and then transferred to a second 
similar bar. where the coating is 
completed. The mixing equipment 
for a pill batch is like the dough 
mixer of the bakery. The revolving 
kettles for sugar or chocolate coat- 
ing came from the candy maker, 
but the machines that transform the 
doughy mass first into “pipes” of 
carefully controlled diameter and 
finally reduce them into slugs that, 
rolled between eccentrically mov- 
ing belts, produce the pills, are in- 
ventions of the pharmaceutical in- 
dustry. Automatic machines 
evolved for the purpose stamp out 
compressed tablets at extremely 
high speeds, and the utility of these 
machines is such that they have 
been introduced into many other in- 
dustries. A specific example is the 
stamping of tablets of molding pow- 
ders for use in the plastics industry.

must come under Civil Service, and 
he ordered the pay of those holding 
such positions stopped. Subsequently, 
following protests from many city and 
town officials, Lupien reversed tlie 
“stop-pay” order. 

Mayor Goddard contends that inas- 
much as WPA is a temporary emergen- 
cy activity necessitated by the unem- 
ployment condition nnd resultant re- 
lief need, that positions occasioned 
by it should not lie given a perma- 
nent status by being placed under 
civil service. This attitude of the 
Mayor is supported by many eitizens. 
The jobs in administrative work on 
WPA in cities and towns formerly 
were financed by the WPA, but sev- 
eral yeurH ago WPA officials at Wash- 
ington ruled that persons so engaged 
must bo paid by local communities. 
Last year tlie question of placing these 
WPA workers under civil service was 
raised, and Attorney General Dever 
ruled tlmt such a move was unneces 
sary. Attempts have been made by 
WPA workers throughout the country 
to be placed under civil service, and 
t hus assure the permanency of such 
jobs, but these attempts have been 
defeated. Now the new State Civil 
Service Commissioner Lupien Is at- 
tempting to bring about such a con- 
dition in Massachusetts. 

Drivers of Cars 
In Fatal Accidents 
Found Not Guilty 

Two drivers of automobiles which 
recently hit and fatally injured pedes 
triuns in this city, were found not 
guilty of driving to endanger by 
judges In the Newton court last Thurs- 
day and Saturday. 

On Thursday Judge Crehau found 
Kenneth Holbrook of Shrewsbury not 
guilty. Holbrook was the driver of 
tlie car which fatally injured James 
Lydon of Jamaica Plain on the night 
of November 24. Lydon. 24 years 
old, was crossing Commonwealth ave. 
near Manet rd. when he was struck. 
On December 16 an inquest on Ly* 
don’s deatli was held by Judge Delay, 
and he ruled thut a complaint should 
be issued against Holbrook. Hol- 
brook testified that he was driving 
at a speed of 3i) miles an hour and 
did not see Lydon until he was with- 
in 30 feet of the. victim. Judge Cree- 
lian commented that it was a close 
case and ho would give Holbrook the 
benefit of the doubt. 

In the Newton court lust Saturday 
Judge Mayberry found Dr. David 
Green of Brackett rd., Newton, not 
guilty of driving to endanger. Green 
was the driver of the car which on 
t Ik* night of November 25 hit Harry 
Harwood, 69, of 276 Linwood ave.. 
Newtonville, as Mr. Harwood was 
crossing Crafts st. near Linwood ave. 
The victim received a skull fracture 
and internal Injuries and died later 
at Newton Hospital. An inquest oil 
tli is death was also hold before Judge 
Delay, who ordered a complaint issued 
against Dr. Green. Green stated that 
he did not see Mr. Hurwood. and 
stopped the car when he felt a bump 
against it. In both cases the victims 
were lilt by front fenders of the cars.

Oak Hill Residents 
Object to Small 
Lots and Houses 

The Newton Planning Board has re- 
ceived from a group of Oak Hill res- 
idents and property owners a petition 
objecting to a proposed sub-division 
of u section In that area. Tho peti- 
tion Is ns follows: 

We, the undersigned, are OP- 
POSED to a plan of a subdivision In 
Oak Hill on Ethel rd. from Brookllno 
st. through property of Harry L 
Haines, which comes before your 
Board on Thursday evening, January 
18, 1910. The Plan calls for 13 lots 
averaging 7.710 sq. ft. in size, the 
smallest being 6,280 sq. ft. and the 
largest 9.1 40 sq. ft. -with a road ex- 
tending 500 ft. Southeasterly from 
Brookline st. and having a 12 per 
cent grade from the main street. We 
object to the Plan for the reasons wo 
have Indicated below: 

1. We object to the lots having a 
65 ft. frontage; to the average size 
of the lots; and to the exceedingly 
dnngerous grade of tho road from 
Brookline Street. 

2. We object to small lots and 
small structures. You may remember 
three years ago a group of twonty- 
seven property owners petitioned the 
City that restrictions be placed on 
property located south of Dedham, 
Greenwood and Dudley roads, so that 
future development of this area be 
confined io liomesltes having not less 
than 20,000 sq. ft. of land per home. 
While this request wus not granted 
because the Aldermen were against 
"Sectional Zoning" it does dearly 
indicate the feeling of the Communi- 
ty with respect to developments in- 
volving SMALL LOTS AND SMALL 
STRUCTURES. 

3. Fox Meadows should be no pre- 
cedent. The close proximity of Fox 
Meadows to this proposed develop- 
ment should not serve as a precedent. 
The former plan passed tho Planning 
Board at a time when the Board had 
no authority or power to do more 
than approve or disapprove proposed 
roadways. Now, the Planning Board 
"may approve, modify and approve or 
disapprove plats . . shall require ro- 

( per grades ... in making such deter- 

iminntion the Board shall take into 
consideration the prospective charac- 
ter of the development, etc.” The 
properties of Goddard. Walker, John- 
ston, Mullen, Drinker, Sherwin, Cum- 
mings, Roberts, Ramsdell, Smith, 

‘ King and Balch are located within a 
half mile of the proposed plat and 
the average value of these properties 
is believed to exceed $20", 000 — so that 
any plan which contemplates the 
erection of dwellings having one 
fourth this average value is hound 
to lower the standard materially and 
should be not allowed. 

4. We recommend that tho Plan- 
ning Board make a study of the re- 
gion in connection with the develop- 
ment of roads, before it approves any 
new roads— so that tho District may 
be the more beautifully and logically 
developed. 

We recommend that the Planning 
Board await the findings of the Spe- 
cial Committee being conducted by 
Prof. Adams of M. I. T. for the City 
of Newton to determine "Zoning as to 
size of lots, frontages, etc.," to see 
what recommendations may result for 
flic better development of this Dis 
trie t . We believe that the land loca- 
ted southwest of Dudley rd. and Vine 
st. has great promise for attractive 
development and that the Planning 
Board should go slowly in letting this 
property be sub-divided into lots too 
small for the most thoughtful develop- 
ment <>f this section of Newton. 

We, therefore, respectfully urge 
that you disapprove tho Haines Plan 
forthwith as presented! Henry S.

The widespread regis- 
tration from all parts of the city in- 
dicated the suitability of the location 
for the cooking school and many of 
those in attendance voiced their ex- 
pectation that another series of dem- 
onstrations would be scheduled in the 
fall. 


Mr. War- 
ren pointed out that the school can- 
not educate boys and girls to bo 
much better than their elders. He 
described the efforts of Newton teach- 
ers to help individual pupils adjust 
themselves and that where the school 
unit is large enough the children are 
grouped according to the needs of the 
individuals according to their mental 
age and social maturity. 

He said in part: “School may 
equip pupils with important informa- 
tion and valuable habits of skill; 
give them intellectual understanding 
of happenings and problems outside 
of school; schools can conceivably do 
something to arouse them to a sense 
of actual social responsibility, but not 
even an ideal school can prevent 
young people learning from the open 
example of their elders and changing 
their behavior in the light of the ways 
in which their elders behave. 

“Parents cannot expect schools to 
teach children to be virtuous or in- 
dustrious when the parents go to 
road houses or shift their economic 
burdens to the government. As the 
child matures and grows nearer to 
adulthood, I wonder whether wo must 
not face the further fact that the 
school cannot educate boys and girls 
to be much better than their elders 
are.

Newton Armory 
Listed in Report 
Of Money Wasted 


The report of State Auditor Russell 
Wood relative to moneys paid for 
repairs on State Armories for dam- 
ages allegedly caused by the hurri- 
cane on September 21, 1938 brings 
out details of wnst£_of the people's 
money by State officials. Early in 
1939 when tho scandal about the im- 
proper expenditure of money for al- 
leged hurricane repairs on State edu- 
cational institutions resulted in the 
forced resignation of Commissioner 
Reardon, it was asserted that equal 
waste had occurred in repairs on arm 
ories in this Commonwealth, but ac- 
tion similar to that taken In tho State 
Department of Education did not oc- 
cur in the Military Department. 

Among the armories mentioned in 
the report is that in this city at West 
Newton. After the hurricane it was 
reported that the West Newton arm- 
ory had not been damaged. Subse- 
quently it was reported that a few 
slates had been blown off the roof 
there. According to the report of Os- 
car J. Laliberte, the estimator en- 
gaged by the Attorney General to in- 
vestigate tho cost of repairs on the 
armories, and tho amounts of con- 
tracts awarded, the cost of repair 
work at the West Newton armory was 
$321.50, and of this $309.50 was not 
for the damage caused by the hurri- 
cane. The amount of the contract 
given to M. S. Kelliher on hurri- 
cane rehabilitation work at the West 
Newton armory was $3875.

Having defeated Saltonstall by a mere handful of votes when 
the two opposed each other in 1036 Mr. Kelly looks forward 
to administering another defeat to Newton s foremost citizen. 
Thus the political pot has started to boil early. But Mr. Kelly 
already overlooks several important items. The most im- 
portant of these is Governor Saltonstall’s efficient administra- 
tion of the office which he now holds.

That view- 
point depends a great deal upon how one sees the needs of 
the state — and Mr. Kelly and Governor Saltonstall never will 
see the situation alike. And in the coming months the people 
of Massachusetts will decide which is the better way — through 
the efficient conduct of the state’s affairs with merit and care- 
ful spending as the keynote — or through Mr. Kelly’s attitude of 
political patronage for public jobs, wasteful extravagance of 
public moneys and inefficient approaches to public problems 
which add to the burdens of a state which is just beginning 
to feel the benefit of the proper conduct of the people’s affairs.

Tin* function of the police is to safe- 
guard life and protect property. Courts 
are an essential adjunct. For many 
years post the principal activities o. 
police and district courts have been 
in connection with violations of high- 
way traffic laws. The enforcement 
of these laws Is necessary if the 
horrible number of people yearly 
killed and maimed by automobiles is 
to be reduced. The principal reason 
why the number of victims of reckless 
and drunken automobile drivers lias 
increased from year to year is — that 
traffic laws have not been enforced, 
and that a large percentage of those 
who violate them have not been pun- 
ished. Their cases have been "fixed" 
hv policemen, exculpated by courts or 
Julies, or nol-prossed by district at- 
torneys. 


A drunken or reckless automobile 
driver who lias money or influence is 
just as much a menace on our high- 
ways as the driver who possesses 
neither wealth nor influence. A per- 
son fatally injured by an automobile 
driven by some influential individual 
is just as dead as t lie victim of an au- 
tomobile operated bv a poor man. Tills 
trend of thought on our part did not 
happen casually. There's a reason.

‘Great Wall’ of China 

May Be Seen on Mars 

1 The Great Wall of China is the 
largest defense structure in the 
world, forming a part of the north- 
ern boundary of China, and dividing 
it fiom Mongolia. Astronomers say 
that it alone of man’s work on earth 
is visible from Mars. It stretches 
from Shanhaikwan (latitude 40 de- 
grees north; longitude 119 degrees, 
44 minutes east) to Kia Yu Kwan 
(longitude 98 degrees, 14 minutes 
east), terminating on a precipice 
overlooking the Great North river 
near Tibet. Erected by Emperor 
Chin the first (246-210 B. C.), who 
united and strengthened existing 
walls, it was effective against the 
arrows, spears and lances of early 
times. It was, however, entered by 
the enemy — by Mongols in 1280 and 
by the Manchus in 1644. It was re- 
paired and added to in the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth centuries. 
Perhaps through ignorance of 
China’s civilization the wall was not 
named among the seven wonders of 
the ancient world, yet it surpassed 
them in size and significance. The 
Great Wall proper is about 1,700 
miles long, including sinuosities; 
about 2,500 miles long including re- 
inforcing arms and loops. The long- 
est arms are near the provincial 
border between Chihli and Shansi; 
the largest loops are just north of 
Peiping and north of Lanchow. It 
averages 20 feet in height. It 
is 25 feet wide at the base; 15 feet 
on the pavement above, and in 
places level enough for motoring. A 
heavily tamped earthcore is faced 
with stone and brick within and 
without. The mortar still holds. 
There are towers 40 feet high and 
spaced eight to ten to a mile from 
which archers could sweep the 
bases of adjoining walls. There are 
solitary watch towers at irregular 
intervals outside the wall. The 
parapet is surmounted by merlons 
and crenelles for observation. 


Man’s Scientific Studies 

Offer Strange Contrasts 

Civilized man is an ironically in- 
genious fellow in that the faster he 
progresses in civilization the faster 
he seems to develop lethal weapons 
and the desire to use them on his 
mates, whilst, at the same time, he 
emulates the Red Queen in traveling 
faster and faster in cutting down the 
danger of death due to disease. On 
the medical front of late a group of 
encouraging developments can be 
reported, possibly as a partial offset 
at least to some of the gloom sur- 
rounding the political and economic 
fronts. 

The versatility of sulfanilamide 
may, it appears, experience further 
extension through the fact that in 
combination with a fat component of 
coconut oil it has been found to pre- 
vent the growth of tuberculosis 
germs in test tubes, says Technol- 
ogy Review. Moreover, it checks 
the disease from developing in 
guinea pigs innoculated with large 
doses of a human strain of the bacil- 
lus. 

Drs. M. L. Crossley, E. H. North- 
ey and M. E. Hultquist, reporting 
their work to the American Chem- 
ical society, emphasized the fact 
that thus far they have been con- 
cerned only with animals and that 
no conclusion is as yet permissible 
regarding the efficacy of the new 
compound in the treatment of dis- 
ease in man. The tubercle bacillus 
wears a wax armor plate which the 
new drug is able to penetrate. The 
bacillus of leprosy likewise is 
sheathed in a waxy coating; it is 
hoped that the new chemical may 
prove efficacious against this foe 
also. 


Newspaper Soup 

Newspaper soup! That’s what a 
band of 15 surveyors, lost in Cana- 
da’s wilderness, tried to live on un- 
til they were rescued. For 39 days 
the men had eaten nothing but 14 
rabbits; they tried to make soup 
from newspapers as a change. 
When reduced to desperate plight, 
men have been known to eat some 
strange foods. Magellan, who led 
the first trip around the world, ran 
out of provisions near the end of the 
journey. His crew was reduced to 
boiling leather for food. Explorers 
in the tropics, when pressed for 
food, use the monkey as a guide. 
Anything it will eat, they will eat — 
if they can get it! 


Ground Directs Lightning 

Not only the height of a building 
or of a tree, but also the nature of 
the ground on which it rests, is of 
prime importance in determining 
whether it will be struck by light- 
ning, Science Service says. That 
lightning chooses the path of least 
electrical resistance is the conten- 
tion of L. N. Bogoiavlensky, Soviet 
scientist, in a letter to Nature, the 
British scientific journal. The re- 
sistance of the air, he explains, is 
influenced by the radioactivity of 
the rocks below it, “since radioac- 
tive materials constantly give off 
radiation which increases the ioni- 
zation and the electrical conductiv- 
ity of the air.”

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Rev. B. R. Hubbard 
‘The Glacier Priest’ 
!n Newton Jan. 28 

Rev. Bernard J. Hubbard. S.J., 
the famous Alaskan missionary and 
explorer, who will give an illustrated 
lecture at Newton High School on 
Sunday evening. Jan. 28. under the 
auspices of the Boston College Club 
of .Newton, has had many thrilling ad 
ventures in the Far North, and has 
made valuable contributions to sci 
ence 

After spending a year of ethnologi- 
cal research with King Islanders, 
thf most unspoiled Eskimo tribe of the 
Far North. Father Hubbard became 
convinced that these people were origi- 
nally one of the less fortunate tribes 
of Tartary that fled from the great 
Asiatic eonquerer of the 12th cen- 
tury. Ghengi^ Khan, and coming to 
Slbet la cross* d t he Bering Straits 
and spread along the bleak Arctic 
shores from Alaska clear over to 
Greenland. To substantiate his theo- 
ry. the Glacier Priest took his two 
white companions of the yenr’s so- 
journ on King Island. Ed Levin and 
Ken Chisholm, together with the Es- 
kimo Chief and five other King Island 
hunters, and a fortv-foot walrus-skin 
boat, built by experienced Eskimo 
craftsmen, the intrepid party left King 
Island uppn the breaking up of the 
winter ice and started North into the 
Polar Seas of the north Arctic Ocean. 
Experienced veterans of the Arctic, 
native and resident white alike, looked 
askance at this adventure of the Gla- 
cier Priest. Over 2000 miles of the 
most dangerous waters on earth, 
where over 100 whaling vessels had 
been wrecked, were to be navigated in 
the most primitive boat known to 
man. In betting circles, odds of 9 to 
1 were offered against the successful 
outcome of the venture. With faith in 
the Eskimo oomiak as admirably 
adapted to the Arctic and with the 
utmost care In selecting everything 
necessary for a voyage of indefinitely 
long duration, the party started North. 

Terrific storms battered the staunch 
oomiak all the way to Point Barrow 
and forced the party ashore for days 
at a time along the desolate coast. 
Every succeeding storm had the ef- 
fect of confirming the faith of the 
party in the seaworthiness of their 
craft. Exposure, minor accidents, and 
constant dangers were ever present 
but success crowned every effort. All 
the Eskimos from the Canadian bor- 
der to Norton Sound were visited and 
found to speak the same language 
as the King Islanders, proving a com- 
mon origin for all. By completing 
2000 miles in an oomiak with nine 
men. two dogs and four tons of equip- 
ment. it was proved that the 56 miles 
that separate the mainlands of North 
America and Asia could easily have 
been traversed in mass migrations of 
human beings rather than postulat- 
ing a land bridge or other hypotheses 
for man's advent to North America.

the recent election and said he is be- 
ginning to understand why Mr. Childs 
has endeared himself In the hearts 
of so many people. Secretary of State 
Cook told of having received a let- 
ter from Governor SaltonsFall. who is 
in Florida. The letter expressed the 
Governor’s regret at being unable t( 
attend the testimonial. The Gover- 
nor stated — “No testimonial has been 
more deserved. Ned (Childs) has al- 
ways thought of his friends. H*v 
knew neither race nor creed. Every- 
body has always known him as Ned 
Childs." 

John F. Malley predicted that Mr. 
Childs will not retire from public 
life, and expressed the hope that he 
will continue to make the sacrifices 
required in public office because he 
has the character and integrity es- 
sential in such office. In behalf of 
his assembled friends, Thomas W. 
White presented to -Mr. Childs a Ford 
sedan, and to Mrs. Childs a bouquet 
of flowers. Mr. White remarked that 
the guest of honor has always obeyed 
the laws of the city, the Common- 
wealth and the nation, and advised 
him to study carefully the traffic 
laws He brought greetings from Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge, and quoted 
the Senator as saying that — "When I 
retire, I hope my record will be as 
clear and untarnished as that of Mr. 
Childs." 

Ex-Mayor Childs in expressing his 
thank- for the testimonial and gift of 
the automobile said that he had 
“fiua^' d down” many similar func- 
tions planned for him by his friends 
in tie pits t, but he was three days too 
1 a t • • in learning of this affair, to flag 
it. Mr. Childs said that there must 
la- twi. questions in the minds of his 
listem-i He said — "One is — how 
did I last so long? I don t know. 
Th<- people of Newton are long-suf- 
fering.’ He commented that he had 
tried t< treat people decently and 
be fuir, and didn’t take people too 
darn riously. He said the second 
question is — "How does it feel after 
20 ye.ai - to get kicked out?" He an- 
swered this question by saying — "If 
you ha. a philosophy like mine, it 
feels all right. This is a democracy, 
and the people rule.” He urged all 
present to do their duty as citizens 
hy voting at primaries and elections, 
and not to forget the primaries, as 
that is where the damage is done. 
He said the greatest dangers to this 
country are not Communism, Fas- 
cism or aetheUm, but selfishness, care- 
lessness and indifference. Mr. Childs 
said Ik* hus returned to the ranks 
without the slightest feeling of ill- 
will or enmity of a single soul on 
• arth, and he urged all to stand by 
Mayor Goddard and the Board of Al- 
dermen during the next 2 years.

SEEK FIFTH N. U. WIN 

Coach Enoch Has Few Individ- 
ual Stars on 1940 Team 

Newton High will open Its defense 
of its title as champions of the North- 
eastern Interscholastic track meet 
held annually at the Boston Garden. 
For four consecutive years Coach Don- 
ald Enoch and his Newton track 
squad have brushed aside all opposi- 
tion to win the meet. This year, with 
many of Newton’s veteran stars hav- 
ing graduated, the outlook is far from 
promising. Several other schools have 
greater individual strength than the 
orange and black and the locals will 
need every break that can bring them 
points. But many of these schools 
have a l^so lost some of their veterans 
of last year and pre-meet predictions j 
at this time are fraught with the ; 
possibility of uncertainty. 

Newton's one hope of finishing on j 
top of the heap again is in the event 
that the competition in some of the! 
events will be split among enough 
schools to enable the orange nnd black 
to tally enough points in the few 
events where points will be forthcom- 
ing. 

The 600 should provide Newton with 
its best scoring event. Here, with 
Captain Fred Hall in great shape, 
and supported by newcomer Bob Ross 
is a possible eight digits for New- 
ton. Hall looks unbeatable but in 
a race against time a fifth of a sec- 
ond in timing means considerable. 
Bill Alpert should place In the hur 
dies although the field on Saturday 
is very much unknown. George Welch 
is Alpert’s co-entry over the barriers 
and although lacking in experience 
might edge into the finals. 

A relay quartet of Walter Hurley, 
Oil Dobie, Boh Ross and Freddie Hall 
will lie in there for points among 
the leaders. Thus Newton should 
score into double figures but with 
Mechanics Arts Higli showing several 
individual stars the Boston team looks 
to be the team to beat. 

In the dash the Newton colors will 
l)e carried by Hurley and Ken Boeg- 
ner. Hurley was a member of tlie 
relay team which ran a year ago and 
has been showing some promise in 
the dash. But Boegner may be the 
surprise of the meet. In practice he 
has shown possibilities of being faster 
than any Newton sprinter since Frank 
Hines’ day. Lack of experience as a 
competitive starter, however, and the 
gruelling test of several heats may 
prove too great a burden tomorrow. 
There is reason for hope that lie may 
come through. One of his outstand- 
ing opponents will be Lloyd Goldsmith 
of Malden, fourth in a blanket finish 
hist year. 

Hoi) Cotton will be the local entry 
in the 300-yard dash, one of the se- 
verest tests on the day’s programs. 

Paul Van Wort is a possibility for 
points in the 1000 yard run along with 
Ed Benson. Van Wort, however, hus 
been nursing a cold this week and 
unless lie is in the best of shape 
there seems little hope of his breaking 
tlie tape in front of Medford’s vet- 
eran Dave Blair, one of the few de- 
fending champions returning for tlie j 
meet. Bill McMillan of Everett, 
fourth a year ago, may bother Blair 
although McMillan has turned in 
excellent 600 performance and may 
he sent after Newton’s Fred Hall 
by t’oacli Gildea. 

Bill Boyer and Jerry Hickey wear 
Newton colors in the shotput in which 
Harry Rolmrt. Rindge winner last 
year, and Burt Oranhurg of Boston 
English, third, nra the main threats. 
Both the Newton lads are tossing the 
pellet more than forty feet but nil 
merous other schoolboys are doing 
tlie same tiling. 

Bob Edison and Elliot Mover will 
do the high jumping for Newton with 
Dot li probably dropping out some- 
where near the 6 ft. 8 inch mark 
which might possibly be good enough 
for a fractional point. And sometimes 
it is these fractional points that de 
termine tlie winners.

Newton High once again fell under 
tlie spell of a Rindge Tech jinx at 
tlie Boston Arena in the G. B. I. 
league pennant race hockey games last 
Saturday. Last year the orange and 
black lost to Rindge Tech at a time 
when moving fast but this year they 
Were a bit luckier In coming out with 
a 2-2 tie. Capt. Walter Hurley atul 
Bunny Dugan ench scored a goal and 
an assist. The freshman line from 
Rindge put a crimp in Newton’s 
hopes when they sneaked by the New- 
ton "giants” to sink two goals. Bob 
Verrler and Eddie Benoit combined 
for the tallies, the former caging 
the puck when the latter assisted him 
with beautiful passes. Newton, pos- 
sessor of all 1940 league scoring rec- 
ords, was then forced to come from 
behind to tie up the game. Even 
though jinxed "Lady Luck" shone In 
the scoring of the second goal. Hur- 
ley passed to Dugan who in turn lift- 
ed the puck. It caromed off of Phil 
Fessenden’s back and went into the 
cage over goalie Metiver’s shoulder. 

While Newton was tying Rindge, Mel- 
rose overpowered a stubborn Stone- 
ham High hockey team 5-1 to take 
sole possession of the G. B. I. League 
lead. 

In the first period Bunny Dugan was 
sent off for an illegal check. This 
did not dampen the spirits of the 
Newton forces. Newton’s big de- 
fensemen staved off rush after rush 
by the fast "frosh" of Rindge. Soon 
after Dugan returned Ronzio of Tech 
went off for tripping. Newton ganged 
the Rindge goal but were unable to 
push the puck in. It was late in 
the period, 11:45, when the orange | Wellesley Hills 
and black scored with Dugan passing 
to Hurley for the lone tally of the 
period. Newton was vastly different 
from the team which set two now 
league records the week previous. 

In tlie second period with Newton 


lending, Rindge fought desperately to 
get the equalizer. The first lino tried 
unsuccessfully and tho freshman lino 
came on tho Ice. Soon after there 
was a scramble around tho Newton 
cage. Benoit laid a perfect pass to 
Verrler who rammed it by Billy Ben- 
der, Newton gonlie. The time was 
4:18. Rindge bore down in an ef- 
fort to upset the strongly favored 
Newton six. At 10:54, Bob Verrler 
once again sank a goal assisted by 
Eddie Benoit. Newton came hack 
fighting mad. This was the first 
time they had been behind since their 
first gnme of the season and defeat 
threatened. 

In the third period Newton came 
out again with determination. Dugan 
picked up the puck on his own blue 
line, raced down the ice, went through 
one defenseman, passed to Hurley 
who in turn flipped it back to Bun 
ny. Dugan lifted it high in the air. 
The puck was destined for Phil Fes- 
senden’s back Instead of the Rindge 
goal. It caromed off the Newton for- 
ward and Into the cage, high-up In 
the twine. But the Johnson coached 
lads could not put over the game 
winning goal and had to bo content 
with the tie. 

Newton faces third place Arling- 
ton High tomorrow afternoon and Is 
set for a fight to the finish. The gen- 
eral conclusion is that Nowton will 
come roaring back after their moral 
defeat at the hands of cellar-occu- 
pant Rindge Tech and may run wild 
around the Gray Ghosts from Massa- 
chusetts ave.
